A network of 16 look-out towers 
equipped with short-wave radio 
equipment has been built for protec- 
tion against forest fires. This has 
been augmented by an ambitious 
road program to make heavily-wood- 
ed regions readily accessible. 

The board also maintains close 
supervision of lumbering and cattle 
grazing in the area. To combat ero- 
sion there must be sufficient ground 
cover left to guarantee a continuous 
yield of trees. 

Experts make continuing surveys, 
of insect infestation and implement 
control measures to combat serious 
outbreaks. At present the forests on 
the eastern slopes are considered 
much healthier than those in other 
parts of the country. 

H, G. Jensen, Alberta Deputy Min- 
ister of Lands and Forests and a 
member of the Conservation Board, 
said the objective of the program is 
to restore the watershed to its con- 
dition of 100 years ago, at the same} 
time utilizing its resources to the} 
best possible advantage.

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to complete their high school in 
three years. Examination of mat- 
riculation requirements indicates 
that English Language and Soc- 
ial Studies are the only two sub- 
jects that are necessary to every 
faculty. This is because all stud- 
ents should have a good know- 
ledge of their own language and 
of world affairs. Foseign lang- 
ueges are required in some fac- 
ulties but not in all of them. 
Trigonometsy and Analytical Ge- 
ometry will disappear as seper- 
ate Brade XII subjects though 
some of their former content 
may be retained in the new 
course. 

Some people fear that under 
the proposed course standards 
for Matriculation are being low- 
ered. On the other hand the re- 
vised Matriculation requirements 
involve a “B” or higher standing 
in Grade XII subjects end furth

er demand that a student must 
have an average of at least 60° 
on all six subjects, whereas for- 
merly a “B” standing was suffic- 
ient. Since “B’’ standing rorres- 
ponded to a percentage grading 
of 50% to 64% on the Depart- 
mental Examinations it used to 
be possible for a student with a 
bare 50% in every Grade XII sub- 
ject to matriculate, but his chan- 
ces of success at University were 
very limited. The 60% resuire- 
ment ensures that pupils of reas 
onably good ability enter Uni- 
versity. In other words the chan- 
ces that some Universities may 
turn down Alberta students seek 


ing admission are fairly remote. 

It is aluays true that with any 
change there wil] be consider 
able and probably well justified 
criticism.
